of tho fnr northern parts of Canada !.■« 
d»pv'ndent upon the liinlntennnce of a 
healthy and vti^rouH nntlvn popula 
Hon. The experience of the Dunlsii 
authorities In Greenland and of tho 
T’ntted States Government In Alask t 
has shown that there are Iniportniil 
revoiuie producing Industries to Le de¬ 
veloped which will also provhU* th« 
natives with a profitublo occupation 
suited to their condition and mode of 
life. In the sticcctaful efforts that 
hare been made to meet the change 
rau.^ed by tho depleltnn of wild life, 
the aim has not been to make the Ms- 
klmo Into a white man, dependent 
upon support from wUhout. hut by 
wise direction to enable him to pro¬ 
gress ns a happier, healthier and mors 
proj:perous Kskimo 

In Greenland advancement has been 
made along dlverstfk'd lines of Indus¬ 
try; in Alaska the chief avenue of pro¬ 
gress has been through the Introduc¬ 
tion oCireindeer. As Alaska Is con¬ 
tiguous to Yukon und the Mackenzie 
Valley, iho Government of (’anada, 
through the North West Territories 
and Yukon branch of tho depurtmenf. 
of the interior. Is now investigating 
the reindeer Indu.stry in Alaskii, with 
the object. If posstble, of introducing 
this animal into the noiHifm part or 
the Mnekenzie <Ustiict which is tho 
home of a considerable portion of our 
C'anndtun Kskimo population.
